OTRANTO IN ADRIATIC

Only 136 Saved Out of 725
on Board—Every Officer
Lost—Paris Admits Loss.

The French armored Leon
Gombetta has been torpedosd and sunk
in the Adriatle Sea. Part of her crew
of 723 men was saved, but the loss of
life Js bellaved to have bean heavy.
Tha crulser was torpedoed off Otranto,
tha Important Iltallan port on
Adriatic

The cumrm}nder of the Leon Gambetta
and all the staft perished when the ship
wis sunk off the entrance to the Otranto
Cannl. The following official statement
supplementing the early announcement of
the crulser's loss was lssued by the Min-
istry of Marine this evening:

“*The Leon Gambett wis sunk while
cruising off the entrance of the Otranto
Canal. 8Bhe went down In 10 minutes, All
the high oMcers died at thele posts, One
hundred and thirty-six sailors and petty
officers wore saved by Itallan Boats,
